Hi ere was, once upon a time, a school of thought prevalent in San Diegfc^ that 
Diplomacy ought to convey a sense of realism, and as such should exclude the so- 
called : back-stab' a We have spent three years trying to resolve the problem and have 
gotten nowhere,, Cur first solution was to institute written treaties and the like, 
fl^-ring that what is on paper is more binding (morally) than what is oral. The re- 
sults are obvious, 

Co then we invented a rule; that any written treaty would be binding. We never 
actually got around to setting a penalty for breaking a written treaty, but it was uni- 
versally assumed that an offender would be summarily removed from play. The difficul- 
ties hero were twofold: almost no treaties wero ever written, and, when they were, the 
game became one of contest between grammarians, to see who could write his treaty with 
the greatest number of loopholes which became obvious only when they wore conveniently 
! exposed? by the author,, This in turn created the problem of deoiding borderline 
cases- where the thin line between brilliant rhetoric and cheating was reached. This 
circumstance created the 'Diplomacy court' whero all powers except thOoO directly con- 
cerned voted on the affair. Of course the result is again obvious; everyone voted 
svraight country policy, the whole affair became a mockery, and 'we were right back 
whero we started, 

( (Have you tried playing Diplomacy across the board with a aoutral Gamesmastor? 
All moves are written out and handed to him; he roads them off and adjudges them. Ho 
could also serve as a 'Diplomacy court' should one bo required by such a special rule 
a? your club triod 0 )) 

'That was two years ago. 7fe have not come up with a really solid suggestion since,, 
The result is that peoplo go on stabbing their professod allies in the back, and thoso 
persons whose sense of realism does not support this practice are forced to comply for 
sheer self-preservation,, 

How about a game among people of the pro-realism view? If there are seven persons 
interested who will split the cost of materials and postage eight ways, I'll bo the 
o:' o-hth and publish" the thing*. No written rules of honour; just a gentlemen's agrooment 
between us that the purpose will be to see what happens to Diplomacy when everybody 
dooG what ho says he'll do, and doesn't do what ho says he won't, and vice-verso, etc. 
Send mo $l o 50 and we'll start it up in Costcguana (which is by way of advertising the 
new Diplomacy 'zinc, debut scheduled April first), • 

THAT GAME AGAIN 

In the E5 March 1965 issue of The Village Ywioo , William H. Ho nan. discusses the 
conservative board game "Victory Over Communism". This game, which is deliberately do- 
signod to stir up anti-Qpmmunist prejudice; has been described briefly in previous is- 
sues of GRAUSTAHK (fi'"9, #44, and #45) 0 Mr 0 Honan has given a more complete description, 

The game assumes that there is a deep Communist plot to take over the world by 
1973„ .. (Oddly enough, this is also the date announced by George Lincoln Bockwell for tbe 

triumph of his Nazi movomont in America,) The players cooperatively advance a single 
Fawn by correctly answering questions about Communism. A correct answer also "liber- 
ates" a Communist slavo country" such. as Dutch Guiana, A.lgoria, Burma, or Jordan. The 
object of the game is to see who ; can liberate the most "slaves", and whether the . w alavofc ; ' 
..an all be frood before the Flag Marker reaches "1973". 

Just to make suro that his answers are not toe far off the mark, oach player is 
provided with 'a list of 21 possible answers from which ho must select the correct one. 
The questions and answers are keyed to John Stormer's notoriously inaccurate book "None 
Dare Call It Treason" 0 This book, -which was a major item in last year's Goldwater cam- 
paign, purports to bo a documented expose of how America's last five Presidents and 
their appointees have eonspirod to deliver this country over the Communists, 



Eg$.an -'-gives sovoral examples of the Questions in his review, which Is entitled 
"Touching the Kiddies to Boat the Commios",, Among the qcustions 'which the players 
must answer correctly in order to liberate, say, Guinoa from the Communists are; 
"Could we say that Communism is a diseaso of the intellect?" (the answer, of course, 
is "Yes") 5 "iShy is the TJnitod Statos losing the "cold ! war against r.oprmmi-qm?" ; and 
that old stand-by, of imraorso rolevanco to the prosent international situation, "Uom 
Earl Marx's parents Jewish or Prwtestant?" 

A good idea jf the accuracy of the information thus imparted to the players o:C 
the game is given by question T-26; "Karl Marx spent a great deal of tino formulating 
theories to 'uplift 1 tho downtroddon masses. How did he treat his own family?" Tao 
"correct" answer, according to Stormer and Constructive Action, Inc. tho publishers 
of tho game, is: "Marx nover held a job in his lifon His family lived in the depths 
of poverty. Of his six children, throo died of starvation, two coraaittod suicide- and 
only one lived to maturity." 

This account of Marx's family lifo may indeed bo found, on p. 129 of his book-. 
But in "None Dare Call it Season", a critical analysis of Stormer "s research methods 
and conclusions, Dr. Julian Fostor of California State Oollego at Fullorton and his co- 
workers corroct Stormer as follows! 

"None of Marx's children is known to havo died of starvation,, Loss of half a 
family in infancy was not unusual in tho appallingly unsanitary and impoverished con- 
ditions in which most people lived in tho 1840's e Three of Marx's daughters got mar- 
ried and had children and one committed suicide - Mrs„ Edward Avolong took an ovor_ w 
of morphine in 1912, 39 years after Marx's death 9 " Even a police agent, detailed to 
keep an eyo on Marx, roportod to his superiors that ,! Marx : as a husband and father.. 
spite of his wild and restless character, was tho gentlest and mildost of men",,

In May 1964, Paul Harloy took over tho play of Russia in postal Diplomacy game 
1964C, vico John Koning, resigned. His first moves in this p;ame were 
those of "Fall 1901". But in "Spring 19S3" ho ceased sending^ in moves ; This is 

and his piocos obstructed traffic on the board until tho last; of them' 
was eliminated in "Fall 1904". Ho then enrolled as "^rmany in 19£4D 9 
but missed tho "Spring 1902" moves and sent in no more moves after 
"Fall 1902". It is now "Spring 19w5" in that game, and one Soman army 
still remains. Harley also enrolled in 1965A and was assigned Austri- 
Hungary, Ho has apparently lost interest in this game as well, sinco ho 
has not been heard from since "Spring 1902",, 

It is apparently Harley' s custom to stay in for only about threo 
moves, and to quit as soon as the play begins to become a little diffi- 
cult. If he had the common, courtesy to resign his command formally, so 
that his country may be ro-assignod to a playor with more interest in the 
game, his conduct would be excusable. But it is not fair to the othor 
players to expect them to havo to naneuvor around the abandoned pieces of 
a quitter. Accordingly, I have decided not to accept any entry from Paul Harley in 
future Diplomacy game of which I am Gamesraaster, This action is commended to tho a J 
tion of othor Diplomacy Gomesmastors. Harley will continue to receive GRAUSTAPJC 
as 1965A is in progress, sinco he has paid for it. but he will not be admitted to f:z 
postal Diplomacy games under my Gamesmastorship 0 
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
